Nay, the Religion of Mahomet is in this 
reſpe& to be very much preferred before the 
Chriſtian, for that makes 1t nor only lawful to 
deſtroy thoſe of a different Religion, but enrolls 
them for Martyrs that dye in the Field , and 
makes the blood of enemies as: meritorious, as 
we do that of the Croſs. - But that is reſerved as 
the peculiar honour of the Chriſtian Religion, 
that it commands the ſubduing all the bruitiſh 
and ſavage inclinations of men to a&ts of re- 
venge. and cruelty ; that it reſtores humane na- 
rure to it ſelf by its precepts of meckneſs, mercy, 
peaceableneſs ; and univerſal charity ; that ir 
advances it to a divine nature by the imitation 
of God himſelf, in ſhewing kindneſs to enemies, 


and overcoming evil with good. This is the

cryed out upon, as blaſpheming the Fil Ghoſt 
and refuſing to believe upon the Roman Chur- 


ches pretended Infallibility , is called no leſs, 


than-denying Gods Veracity. We profeſs to 


- believe the. rrue inſpiracion of the Holy Ghoſt, and 


every tirtle of what God hath revealed: ' but we 
will. not ſwallow Pretences for Evidences, not 
Enthufiaſms for Revelations.
